Hospital Service Given Directions. 

Washington, August 3.—The_ public 
| health and marine service has issued a 
‘ular on the prevention of yellow fe- 
ver. The directions given look to the 
Suppression of the mosquito as the only 
means preventing the spread, 

“No no yellow fever,” is 
the motto in big black letters 
at the top circular, The docu- 
|} ment continues: 
‘The 
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infectaon of yellow 
| Tied by. mosquitoes and 
| means infection spread. 
| .“Persons lake the disease by being bit- 
ten by mosquitoes that have previously 
bitten yellow fever patient. 

“The mosquitoes, to become infected, 
must bite a yellow fever patyent during 
the first three days of his attack. These 
first three days, therefore, are the most 
important tor preventing the access of 
mosquitoes to a fever patient. 

“It is often difficult to decide during 
the first three days whether a patient 
has yellow fever, hence, the necessity in 
threatened communities ot placing mos- 
quito burs immediately around every pa- 
tient who has a fever of any kind, and 
for three days at least. The necessity 
for draining and screening is dwelt upon 
with much emphasis.”’ 

Better Conditions on Isthmus. 

Washington, August 3.—Governor Ma- 
goon’s repori for July onthe yellow fever 
situation on the isthmus shows an im- 
provement as compared with the pre- 
ceding month. During July 
29 cases of fever. Since the present out- 
break of fever on the isthmus, which 
occurred during the latter part of April, 
there have. been 26 deaths resulting 
therefrom, and of this numer, fifteen 
were employees. The average force dur- 
ing this quarter has been in excess of 
10,000 employees. 

Panics in Texas Towns. 

Houston, Texas., August 3.—Since a 
report of a suspicious case of fever at 
Texarkana, a sort of panic is seizing 
some of the towns and cotinties in north- 
east Texas, and shotgun quarantines are 
being put into effect. Gregg county has 
given orders that trains shall not stop 
in the county either from the north or 
south, and that all stations must be ap- 
preached with doors locked and windows 
tightly closed, while all car doors in 
freight trains must be sealed whether 
the cars are empty or laded. The ter- 
ror appears to be spreading and railroad 
officials fear serious results. 

Confidence in Dr. Tabor. : 

Fort Worth, Texas, August 3:.—‘‘I 
have absolute confidence in the discre- 
tion, professional ability and -courage of 
Tr.

I came from 
Mobile on a train just out of New Or- 
on which there were refugees 
I finished my busiless 
here Monday afternoon, and Tuesday 
morning: I left the hotel with my bag- 
gage for the depot. But at the station |] 
was held up by a man wearing a yellow 
badge, who, after glancing at my ticket, 
asked for my health certificate. I had no 
health certificate, and told him so. ‘sen 
he said that I would have to have on 
before I could leave, and that that health 
certificate would have to show that I 
hadn't been in New Orleans or at any 
point where yellow fever existed for ten 
days. I explained that I hadn’t been in 
New Orelans within the present year, and 
was in the act of passing through the 
gate when I said something about having 
been in Mobile. That sealed my doom. 
That man wearing the yellow ribbon 
yanked me back with force enough to 
have sent me clean out of that station 
Had he let loose his grip. Then I was 
told that my presence in Mobile had 
laid me liable to a contact, and for that 
reason I couldn’t even pass through Ala- 
bamu. IT tried to argue with him, and 
while we were arguing the train pulled 
out. On that train was my baggage. 
That baggage had been in Mobile with 
me. The health officer wouldn’t let me 
through because I hau been in Mobiie. 
But he let my baggage gO on. Thats 
rather funny, isn’t it?’ 


“Your trouble is light to what G. T. 
Younier, a well-known business man of 
New Orleans has had,” said S. A. T. 
Clifford, qa traveling man from Balti- 
more, Who had heard the recital. “Mr. 
Younier became uneasy a few days ago 
and decided to ring his family-to At- 
lanta, no¢ that either he or his wife were 
afraid of the fever, but there were two 
children, neither over 5 years of age, and 
it was the presence of these children 
which induced him to bring his wife and 
his daughters to Atlanta.

Mr. Hall is the chairman of -the com- 
mittee on new counties, In that position 
facts have come to his attention that 
are calculated to cause him to do some 
thinking. Many prominent citizens wuo 
are advocating the creation of new coun- 
ties, in their eagerness to impress Mr 
Hall’s committee favorably, have fur- 
nished estimates of the value of the 
property of the territories out of which 
they wish to have new counties formed. 
the tax books show nv 
such valuations these citizens give. 
Being questioned they admitted tnaat 
lands were not assessed for more than 
a fifth of their actual value, in many 
cases not more than one-sixth.

A Liquor Control Suggestion. 

Editor Constitution: Some think our 
biate wil] never have entire prohibition. 
The majority of our people, I think, de- 
sire the regulation and restriction of the 
sale of whisky. I believe a law embody- 
ing substantially the. following features 
will be a step toward temperance. 

Let the state have wholesale depots 
in Atbanta, Macon, Savannah and such 
other cities as it is deemed best. Let 
these be officered by the state and paid 
by the state as other state officers are 
paid. Let whisky be bought directly 
from the manufacturers and sold at 
enough’ profit to pay current expenses. 
As said above, let all money be paid in- 
to the state treasury and the officers or 
salesmen be paid as other officers or 
agents of the stag are paid. 

Let each county that wishes whisky 
be supplied with blank applications or 
tickets with affidavit affixed, 
that the whisky bought is for the use 
of purchaser or his family, or in case of 
a doctor, for himself and his patients. 
Let these tickets be kept in the ordi- 
nary’s office of each county that elects 
to use them. Let each person who can 
legally buy whisky apply to the ordinary, 
get his tickets, insert his name in the 
presence of the ordinary and let the 
tickets be stamped as is done in case of 
other official documents. 
tion as to persons, amount allowed to 
each person and compensation to ordi- 
nary for this service can be provided 
by state law or by each county under 
the local option privileges of that coun- 
ty as may be deemed best. Let each bot- 
tle sold to purchaser be sealed and laibel- 
ed with name of purchaser and date of 
purchase. Let each county choooe its 
own depot from which to purchase and 
let tickets of that cOunty be of no value 
at any other depot and, indeed, be un- 
lawful to be used elsewhere. Let any 
person in any county with whisky 
any other bottle than that properly label- 
ed with his own name and county be con- 
sidered guilty of violating the law and 
punished as may be provided by law. 

(Minors, persons who drink too much 
or are dangerous to society, or mistreat 
or fail to provide for their families, can 
be restricted as may be deemed best. 

Wet counties, wiidcat or blind tiger 
whisky can, I think, by some sich law 
as above outlined, be greatly, 
entirely checked in their frespass 
others’ rights. 

Such law, I think, would be a long 
step toward the regulation restriction of 
the sale of whisky in our state.

Pistol Toting: a Remedy Suggested. 


Editor Constitution: I noted with 
much pleasure your recent editorial on 
“Pistol-Toting.’”” The secular press has 
usually been rather chary of publishing 
arything about the deadly and dastardly 
weapon except its daily killings. I am 
glad the campaign against it has be- 
gun and hope it will continue till the 
pistol shall be cast where it ought long 
ago to have been—into the waste basket 
of civilization, as a thing at once use- 
less and harmful. 

I most heartily approve the _ senti- 
ments of The Constitution, but have lit- 
tle hope of accomplishing anything more 
than has already been done by oppos- 
ing the carrying of concealed pistols. 
Some men will carry them concealed 
in spite of the law. Let pistols be 
made so long as not to be concealeu on 
the person and the evil will be reme- 
died. 

Pistols are made for concealment and 
will be carried concealed as long as 
they exist. Why not abolish pistols 
and let the shortest lawful firearm be 
three feet long? If men must go armed 
let the gun be as long as a walking 
cane. so that everybody can see it, 

The deadly work of the pisto] Is go- 
Ing on daily, almost hourly. Pistols 
are responsible for more than half the 
murders. The statistics of pistol-using 
would no doubt be an eye-opener to 
many. How would the number of in- 
stances in which pis¢}pls do good com- 
pare with those In which they confes- 
sedly do harm? Would they 
in two? Woulg they be one tn a hun- 
(dred? How seldom is the right man 
killed? How often the slayer regrets 
Lis act the remainder of his days? 

Men deceive themselves with the idea 
that they need pistols for self-defense 
Tinquestionably the possession of 31 
pistol more often causes the carrier's 
death than ft saves his life. Not often 
would an unarmed man be shot. The 
p.stol carrier advertises himself as a 
target, and his having a pistol In num- 
berless instances justifies his slayer in 
the eyes of the law. No honorable 
man would want a pistol if he knew 
that no other man conld have one. 

As for pistols putting men on an 
equality, no inequality is so great as 
that between the man who “gets ie 
drop” on another and the man who is 
dromped, though he may fall with a 
Icaded pistol in his hand.

The 
orly conflict in which men professed to 
give each other a fair chance with pis- 
tole was tr Ausling. which has heen 
abolished. .So, too, should pistols he abol- 
ished, since the only fair way of us- 
ing them passed away with the duel 
The harm growing out of even the 
accidental discharge of pistols far over 
balances any rea} good they may chance’ 
to do. 

Let pistols be abolished by law. Wise 
laws, though sometimes difficult ao eén- 
force, are always educative. Pistols ara 
made concealed for the purpose of kill- 
ing men. They mean kill or be killed, 
and whoever prepares for such an al- 
ternative helps to brine it about. The 
ristol is surely one of the moat unmitt- 
gated and inexcusable of all the evila 
tolerated by civilized soctety.

“Editor Constitution: The reports of 
the difficulty at the baseball park, which 
appeared in recent issues of the three 
Atlanta daily papers, are so at variance 
with the facts of the case, and while 
these reports differ widely in some re- 
spects, they are quite unanimous in do- 
ing me a great injustice. With your 
permission, I will briefly rejate the facts 
as they occurred, even though this state- 
ment may not fully agree with the evi- 
dence given by interested parues at the 
trial before the récorder. 

“On Tuesday afternoon last, during 
the eighth inning of a ball game, | did 
go out of the ground to get a soft drink 
—] seldom take any other kind—and I 
did not care to drink the beverages 
sold within the grounds. On my return 
the gatekeeper informed me it was 
against the rules of the ball club to 
permit any one to return to the grounds 
after they had gone out. I was some- 
what surprised at this, as I had, and 80 
had hundreds of others in the recent 
past, gone out and returned without be- 
‘ng molested. After a brief explanation 
of his position, and the statement that 
I had gone out for a soft drink, he 
stated that I might go in this time, but 
asked that 1 attempt to go out no more 
if 1 wanted to return. I readily agreéd to 
this, as I did not then, and do not now, 
wish to violate any rule of the club or 
to embarrass a good official by an at- 
tempt to do what he has orders not to 
allow. As I left Mr. Craig, the gate-
